Col. Benton’« Resolution« arc still the order 


o f the day. 
Mr Brown finished his speech upon them to­ 


day.

ding to the charge, that “ war had been made upon the 


S en ate,” he said it was not made by 
the E xecutive, but

Mr Clayton rose, and denied that the m inority had been 


proscribed in his State for tw elve years. 
Mr Porter rose 


and entered a disclaim er for his State ; and Mr Calhoun, 


being a peripatetic, of course luid the floor, and was about 


to speak ; but Mr B . 
fearing the contagion o f exam ple, 


declined receiving any further disclaim ers. 
Mr C. after­ 


wards entered his disclaim er, and set South Carolina 


right in Court, and Mr Preston 
answered very skilfully, 


and I may say satisfactorily, the charge against the test 


oath proscription. 
It was never carried into effect ;— 


either fear or wisdom ,— and “ fear is the beginning of wis­ 


dom ,” — prevented it. 
Mr B . resumed. 
H e alluded to the Revolutionary pat­ 


riots, saying that the race had mostly passed aw ay, and 


that we could not hope to bestow the Presidency again on 


any o f that venerable land, 
l ie spoke o f be Land B ill— 


should always vote against it, unless his state instructed 


otherwise; was in favor o f fortifying the country, but not 


o f absorbing all our sesources in this way. 
He wished that 


the Senate might be unanimous on this m easure, so as to 


present an unbroken front to the foe, and show them that 


we were united. 
H e thought the default o f the Senate had 


had % bad effect abroad on our national interest and honor. 


Our flag a id character had hitherto been respected; and lie 
invoked the Senate to preserve them. 


Mr Manguin took the floor and explained and disclaim ­

I am happy to record the disclaim er— it is worthy o f South 


Carolina in her best days; and 1 hope she may live to see 


better yet— better than her best. 


Mr E w ing made the best speech to-day I ever heard, or 


read, from him ; and I must say, it was by far the best 


that the opposition have made on this subject in either 


H ouse, this session. 
It w as a thorough, practical, bu­ 


siness like speech; and would do honor, as an argument, 


to any man o f either party: and it is the only argument on 


the opposition sid e, that I think requires an answer. 
It 


was principally an exam ination into the expenditures o f 


the appropriations, showing that millions o f unexpended 


balances now rem ained, for w ant of the physical labor and 


m echanical skill to work them up; and th is, both in the 


N avy and fortifications.^ H e referred to official reports and 


documents for his facts; and they bore him out in his posi­ 


tions.

Extract of a Letter from a young gentleman of I o r on, dated 
Calcutta, Beplemb r 12, 1835 
I still address you from this remote quarter of the 
globe, and sliull continue to do so, probably for some 
months to come. 
It must be acknowledged, how­ 
ever, that a long residence in a Tropical climate is not 
quite so conducive to health, as our own rugged country, 
and I am fast losing that relish for an Oriental life, 


which on my first arrival here, prepossessed me so 
strongly in its lavor. 
Indeed, to a stranger, Calcutta is 
a little world of itself. 
Every thing at first seemed so 
strange that the novelty alone was enough to keep me 


constantly excited for a considerable length of time, but 
now I pass along the streets with as much indifference 
as an old resident. 


I like much to see the world ; there are instructive 
lessons to be learnt in observing the manners and 
customs of mankind. 
You can form no idea of the 
mass of human beings to be met with in Calcutta—and 
from all portions of the inhabitable globe. 
An European 
cannot but be amused to see the various classes, and 
grotesque appearance of tho people Wound him—here 
you see them from a state of absolute nakedness, to the 
richest dress imaginable. 
T h e suburbs of Calcutta are 
very beautiful-delightful gardens are to be met with on 
all sides. 
A few days since, I went to visit Baboo 
Ashootas I lay s garden— one of the richest natives in 
Calcutta. 
Ilia house'b one of the most splendid in 


India-~a pei! hu I'ni,tee, and at the head of the grand 
Hall is a full length likeness of the immortal W ash­ 


ington. 
W hat a sight for an American to behold 
twelve thousand miles from homo. 
1 could have fallen 


down and worshipped that God-like countenance, but 
for fear of being accused of “ MW-worship»» I refrained, 


and stood almost for an tiour, gazing at tho noble form 
before me, while my eyes filled with tears, and my 
thoughts almost instinctively turned towards my “ father 
land” 


You cannot imagine how anxious I am to hoar 
from America, 
llmv stands the French question ? 
W e 
have London papers to tho 15th -May, but they give 
us no information to be relied on in regard to this mat­ 
ter. 
They state, however, that “ Old Ironsides” was 
off Havre, on a tour o f observation, and that France 
still refused to pay the amount of the Treaty, after she 
had twice so’emnly admitted it was justly due. 
W e 


hear very little about our country at this place. 
A few 


days since, however, I was exceedingly gratified to 
read our distinguished countryman Livingston’s noble 
letter to the French Minister, written the night previous 
to his receiving his Passports, and felt proud as un 


American, to find that his diplomatic correspondence 
was held in such high estimation that it was publish­ 
ed at lengtl* in the principal 
pipers in 
Calcutta. 
Indeed 
I am more and more 
pleased when I reflect 


on the character and judgment of our venerable Presi­ 
dent—his wisdom in most of his appointments, both at 
homo and abroad—his Roman firmness—his inflexible 
determination to protect the honor and maintain the 
high standing our country now enjoys—all these qualifi­ 
cations he possesses in an eminent degree, and the char­ 
acter of none ofour public men, not even Washington 
himself, is more universally known, or more generally 
admired the world over, than that of the “ Hero of ¿New 
Orleans.” 


I had always, as you know, an exalted opin­ 
ion of tho 
man, and every day of my pilgrimage 
in this distant part of the world, has served to increase 
my admiration of his character. No man but him could 
have carried us safely through the stormy scenes of tho 
few past j ears, and the French business will only re­ 
flect additional lustre on his already glorious adminis­ 
tration. 
From beneath the burning sun of India, where 
I now write, I invoke for him, and our common coun- 
ry, Heaven’s choicest blessings.”
